&,|| nance of their Trade, to make ſale of thoſe wines which doe now lie 
S/|| vpon their hands; Wee,therefoze hauing taken this into Our Pzince- 
/ \ || 1y conlideration, as alſo the manifold inconuenientes, which already 
— baue, and doe dayly growe by the liberty taken by occaſion of the late 
diſturbance of Free Trade in France, to (mpozt Wines in Foꝛreigne Bottomes, contrary to Our 
Lawes,by,and with the Aduite ofthe L02ds,+ others of Our Pꝛuie Counſlell.do hereby ſtrictly 
charge pꝛohibite and command that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatloener , doe attempt , oꝛ pꝛeſume 
tobzing oꝛ impoꝛt into this Realme of England, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, oꝛ into any Poꝛt, Hauen 
Creeke, oꝛ plate thereof, any Wines whatſoeuer of the growth of France, befoze the firſt day of 
Febzuary now next enſuing. 

And further, by the line Aduice of Our Pztute Counſell, wee doe hereby publiſh and declare 
Our Royal pleaſure to be, and do ſtrictly pꝛohibite and command, That no Wines whatloeuer, 
ſhall hereafter bee impoꝛted into this Our Realme , oz the Dominions thereof, in any fozreigne 
Ship, Hoy, oꝛother Ueſſel whatſoener,contrary tothe Lawes #Statutes of this Pur Realme 
in that behalfe made and pꝛoulded, but onely in Engliſh Bottomes, vpon ſuch paines and pu- 
niſhments, as by Dur Lawes; oꝛ by Our Pꝛerogatiue Royallcan, and map be inflicted vpon 


all ſuch perſons, who ſhall at any time hereafter pꝛeſume to offend herein, contrary to Pur 


TLawes, and tontrarp to this Our pleaſure herein declared. 

Neuertheleſle, Our intent oꝛ meaning is not, but that the French Merchants the naturall 
boꝛne Subiects of Our deare Bꝛother the French King hall haue and entoy the like libertie of 
bunging in al well the wines of France, as other the naturall Commodities of that Kingdome, 
in any Ships oꝛ other Ueſſels of their owne building, and appertaining vnto themſelues as foz- 
merly they haue vled and enioped.
